John Love of Catoosa 
County, one of the co-authors of 
the bill, contended it would put 
technicians -on a level so they 
would make a living “‘without any 
subservience to the medical pro- 
fession.”” He said the bill was

Love said the actual cost of 
dental plates is $15 to $25, wut he 
argued dentists “charge as high 
as $500 to $1,000 for them.””

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Sen. Mansfield (D-Mont)  pro- 
posed that the U.N. secretary gen- 
eral help the Germans find their 
own answer to the Berlin prob- 
lem. He suggested that a Berlin 
solution could prevent a grave 
crisis that might mean a world 
war and could also point the way 
to a formula for unifying all of 
Germany. 


The deputy leader of the Demo- 
cratic majority in the Senate said 
the present German policy of the 
Eisenhower administration is ‘‘do- 
ing nothing” and lacks initiative. 
Though he professed to speak 
only for himself, his lengthy Sen- 
ate speech reflected the attitude 
of powerful elements in his party 
who want new policies and new 
ideas to meet the Soviet chal- 
lenge. 


CITE DULLES EFFORTS 


After his speech, the senator 
said he saw encouraging signs 
that Secretary of State Dulles 
had tried to adopt a more flexible 
attitude in recent weeks. He said 
he hoped his own ideas advanced 
Thursday would be helpful in ex- 
ploring new avenues toward a 
solution of the German problem. 


In addition to his suggestion for 
negotiations between the East and 
West Germans, Mansfield also 
proposed: 


1. The replacement of Soviet and 
allied forces in Berlin with a 
U.N. force to oversee the agree- 
ment on unification of the city. 


2. That allied units stay in 
Berlin if efforts to unify or 
neutralize the city failed. 


3. That all Germans eventually 
have an opportunity to express 
a free political preference “‘with- 
out the threat of terror.” 


ASKS GUARANTEE 


4. That the western allies and 
the Russians agree on some 
method for guaranteeing a unified 
Germany from outside military 


on any of its neighbors. 


5. A serious search for methods 
of limiting the arms race in Ger- 
many and Central Europe and 
careful consideration of proposals 
to set up a zone free of atomic 
weapons in Europe and to thin 
out the armed forces the allies 
and Russians maintain in Europe. 


A spokesman for the State De- 
partment said the senator’s pro- 
posa's would get careful atten- 
tion.

If the Fulton County delegation can 
pull itself together long enough to con- 
sider rationally some of the local. bills 
before it, the city and county would be 
the beneficiaries. 

As hard-pressed as Atlanta is for rev- 
enue, for instance, the request by city 
authorities that the ceiling on business 
license fees be lifted certainly sounds rea- 
sonable. The counter-proposal by certain 
members of the delegation that if this is 
granted then another bill should accom- 
pany it setting a ceiling on property taxes 
is brazen politics. 

Rep. Smith’s statement that he will 
not sign such a bill as the latter is on 
the side of good sense. It apparently does 
mean, however, that neither will get 
through. 

It is passing strange that these local 
legislators in the past have been all too 
willing to propose measures increasing the 
budgets of both city and county. How this 
can be done without additional revenue 
seems never to bother them at all. But 
a proposal to set.a ceiling on property 
taxes—on which the city government and 
the school department must rely as their 
major source of revenue—is ridiculous 
and petty. 

Business license taxes at best can 
account for only a small part of the city’s 
revenue. To limit the already restricted 
sources of revenue by law is to limit the 
city’s ability to meet the demands for 
services necessitated by growth. The dele- 
gation would do well to work toward re- 
moval of some of the restrictions on city 
tax sources instead of trying to limit the 
only ones now available. 

The delegation has been concerned 
with such things as raising policemen’s 
pay, legislating salaries and pensions. 
Latest such bills to be offered would raise 
salaries of certain court officers in crimi- 
nal and superior courts. 

But now we have tax limitations bills, 
including one which would set a five-mill 
ceiling for providing fire protection to 
Sandy Springs. Just how the city and 
county governments can remain solvent 
under such circumstances would chal- 
lenge the most skilled sleight-of-hand 
artist. 

We can sympathize with Mayor Harts- 
field’s visit to the Legislature yesterday. 
He did not “invade” the House. He had a 
right there as does any citizen when the 
House is not officially in session. We like 
to see him fight for the city’s interests, 
even if he does seem a little overheated 
at times. 

Application of a little common sense, 
less pettiness and selfish politics from the 
delegation would be appreciated by the 
average citizen of Atlanta and Fulton 
County.

Dulles Ought To Resign 


As Secretary of State 


With full regard for and appreciation 
of Secretary Dulles’ dedication and love 
of country, we believe he should resign 
and assume the post he himself once sug- 
gested for himself—presidential adviser 
on foreign affairs. 

The secretary is suffering from a 
chronic intestinal ailment, diverticulitis. 
It is painful, restricting and debilitating. 
Dulles, at 70, has undergone one operation 
for cancer of the intestines. He is not now 
strong enough or well enough to give at- 
tention to the tremendous burden of being 
a one-man State Department. The work 
is heavy enough when shared. But the 
secretary has done it all. 

We agree with the President that none 
has shown greater devotion to duty than 
Dulles. He has given his position and his 
country all he had in energy, knowledge 
and intelligence. The people have not al- 
ways agreed with him. That is not un- 
usual. Few presidents and even fewer 
secretaries of state, forced to make many 
decisions, are free from raucous complaint. 

Dulles will be in the hospital a month. 
He will not be able to give the post full 
attention when he is dismissed. The Presi- 
dent revealed in his tribute to Dulles that 
he had “for a long time” been trying to 
get the secretary to enter the hospital. 
This indicates long worry by the adminis- 
tration. 

We think exercise of the same high pa- 
triotism which has characterized Dulles’ 
whole career indicates that he resign and 
become the White House adviser.

Atlantic Strike Appears 

To Have Been Useless 


A violence-marred strike of 103 days 
at the Atlantic Steel Co. has been ended 
with a “compromise settlement.” Opera- 
tions have been resumed. Wages will. be 
paid. Production will begin. Goods will 
move in trucks and freight cars. 

Home-made bombs were thrown, one 
truck driver was attacked, narrowly 
escaping death, in the long, inexplicable 
strike. Yet the settlement seems to have 
been based on slight changes. Wages 
were never an issue. So many strikes 
seem so useless. To the outside observer 
this one at the Atlantic company was a 
useless one, producing losses for all con- 
cerned. 

The new agreement calls for arbitra- 
tion of differences. One wonders why it 
was. necessary to have 103 violent days 
to agree to this. 

At any rate, it is good to have the 
strike over, wages being paid and goods 
being produced and sold.

Sensible Driver Sets 
His Own Speed Limit 


The General Assembly has under con- 
sideration a bill that would raise the legal 
speed ceiling in the state five miles an 
hour, by day and by night, from 50 to 55 
and from 60 to 65. 

Frankly, we cannot become greatly 
disturbed about the issue one way or 
another. 

What does disturb us is that drivers 
pay too little heed to speed laws, regard- 
less of the limit. 

Safety is a state of mind and what 
speed is safe is relative. 

Relative, that is, to the kind and 
curvature of the road, the weather and 
the visibility, the amount of congestion, 
vehicular and pedestrian. 

He who has learned to control him- 
self and the powerful vehicle with which 
he has been entrusted needs no warning 
as to the legal limit. 

For him who is not self-disciplined, 
no roadside sign setting a ceiling will 
help. Only rigid enforcement will control 
the reckless and the self-willed. 

What is important to safety is a uni- 
formity of rulings from state to state and 
ea system of zone limits which are real- 
istic. : 

After that, only enforcement and 
driver education can cut the highway toll.

OCCASION HAD PRECEDENT 


“He had the idea. It’s there in 
the lights and shadows of his per- 
sonality, a mystery that can be 
lived but never fully spoken in 
words.” 


A joint session convened to 
hear a poet is extraordinary. Old 
timers in the House could find no 
precedent. In the annals, however, 
it is recorded that George Ban- 
croft, described as an historian, 
“arose and pronounced an ad- 
dress upon the life and character 
of A. Lincoln” on Feb. 12, 1866.

This may come as a shock to you fathers who first saw your 
baby through the glass window of a near-as-possible sterile nursery 
or to you mothers who woke up from an anesthetic to greet your 
particular bundle from heaven. 


Last year there were nearly. 12,000 births in Georgia at 
which the majer and sometimes only attendant was a midwife. 
Yep, it’s still the last half of the 20th century—you haven't 
moved backwards. 


FIGURES CONSTANTLY DECREASE 


If you had you would be even more amazed. In 1937 there were 
more than 24,000 midwife deliveries. There are (1958 figures) 629 
licensed midwives’ in Georgia. They won't be here very much 
longer as only 15 per cent of them are under 50 and 40 per cent 
are over 65. 


And then the health authorities don’t know what they are going 
to do, You see, although Georgia's ratio of doctors to population 
compares favorably with the national figures, more than half these 
doctors are located in the five large metropolitan areas. 


MANY GEORGIA RURAL AREAS WITHOUT DOCTORS 


Some counties have no doctor at all, and there might not be 
one even in the next.county. Of course, nearly everyone in Georgia 
is Within 25 miles of a hospital, and it seems like everyone has a 
car. But there are many people still who rely on the mule and 
wagon, and they also rely on the “granny woman” comes time for 
a birth.

To honor Juno, their goddess

A saint named Valentine was 
martyred on Feb. 14 in the 
third century and somehow 
these Juno messages of love 
came to be called Valentines. 
How the two became joined is 
anyone’s guess, since they 
came from opposite religious 
ends—heathen and Christian.

Put the rice, 14% cups of the 
water and % teaspoon of the salt 
in a 2-quart saucepan.
